REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 9, 10, 12 -15 and 17 - 22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the 
claimed elements, a high voltage bushing configuration with an axis, a phase conductor 
extended along the axis to be interrupted by an isolating gap into a first and a second 
section, a disconnector with substantially cylindrical conductive housing, the conductive 
housing extending coaxially around the axis, a shaft passing through the substantially 
cylindrical electrically conductive housing, and switching piece moved, by the shaft, at 
an angle relative to the axis.
